GW AND NATIONAL BUREAU OF STANDARDS 
COOPERATE IN TRAINING AND RESEARCH 

George Washington University and the National Bureau of Standards have 
entered an agreement to cooperate in training and research on the advanced 
graduate level in the general sciences. 

Affecting GW's deparmments of physics, chemistry, and mathematics and 
the GW School of Enginnering and Applied Science, the arrangements provide 
for an exchange of personnel and a maximum use of the facilities of both 
institutions.

68 Annual Support Program, which topped its $400,000 goal by $27,000. GW 
alumnus Everett H. Bellows, AB '39 and AM '41, and Washington Vice-President 
of the Olin Mathieson Chemical Corp. of New York, headed the campaign. 

Securing funds that supplement the University's current operating budget.

ATTORNEY JOHN T. MILLER URGES 
ESTABLISHMENT OF FEDERAL ADMINISTRATIVE 
JUSTICE CENTER 


Washington attorney John T. Miller, speaking at the closing luncheon of 
the 6th annual FeJeral Trial Examiners Conference Seminar, today urged the 
establishment of a FeJeral administrative justice center. 

Noting the small number of programs to provide continuing legal education 
for the lawyer in the federal service, which he said was in marked contrast to 
the more effective programs of the judiciary, Mr. Miller stated that a catalyst 
is neeJeu to focus attention on the need for continuing legal education and 
"one which provides a remedy of such compelling quality that it commands the 
needed leadership, encouragement and support from within the government, and 
without." 

Citing the recommendation for the founding of a Federal Administrative 
Justice Center, made by the Administrative Law Section of the American Bar 
Association and now before its House of Delegates, Mr. Miller stated, "...that 
an essential ingredient of the resolution of the problem is the assignment 
to an independent federal agency of responsibility for organizing and coordinating 
continuing legal education and for providing necessary facilities and facilities 
for such training." 

He went on to discuss the proposal saying that a board made up predominantly 
of officials and lawyers in federal service would guide the center, but that 
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it would include representatives of a broad spectrum of society interested in 
assuring an efficient and just administrative process. He said the boarJ would 
lay down general guidelines, leaving detailed administration to a dean, that 
the center would have a small permanent staff, and be administered by lawyers. 

He added that courses would be tailored to meet specific needs, for example 
those of newly-appointed recent law school graduates and those of general 
counsels. 

He commented that "Training at the center would be rigorous", and that 
"periodic attendance at the center would be officially encouraged". He said 
that the center would also provide for the conduct of technical legal research 
in areas of administrative law involving critical problems but that duplication 
of effort with the activities of the Administrative Conference of the United 
States would be avoided. He suggested that the center might be housed on or 
near one of the university campuses in the District of Columbia in connection 
with the Consortium of Universities. 

He urged the examiners' participation in the center at all levals, and aJded 
that such a center might be influential in paving the way for use of computers 
in legal research, rate reviews, and marketing analyses. He said also that the 
center might seek to develop the art of oral opinions in suitable cases, 
particularly where there is a great social need for early publication of a 
decision. 

Finally, he said, "The Federal Administrative Justice Center could serve 
you well in meeting the challenge of excellence which you accepted when you 
became federal hearing examiners. I hope that you will help bring it into being."

KREISELMAN RESUSCITATOR 
DEVELOPER DIES IN FLORIDA 


Dr. Joseph Kreiselman, a member of The George Washington University 
medical faculty for many years, died in Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., on 
October 21, at the age of 72. 

Famous for his work on the development of the resuscicator that 
Dears his name, Dr. Kreiselman taught both anesthesiology and surgery at 
•GW. He invented a resuscitator for givihg pure oxygen to newborn babies 
who do not breathe spontaneously. He later invented a similar instrumemt 
for adults. He also introduced the bellows resuscitator that operates 
like a pair of hand bellows and uses room air. It was used in combat 
units during World War II. 

A graduate of GW School of Medicine in 1919, Dr. Kreiselman first 
joined the faculty in 1927 as an instructor in anesthesiology. During 
World War II he was an anesthesiology consultant to the Army Surgeon 
General. Lacer he returned to GW where he taught until his retirement in 1948. 

He was associated with Garfield, Emergency, George Washington and 
Columbia Hospitals when he lived in the Washington area. He was a Life 
Member of the D. C. Medical Society, a founding member of the D. C. Society 
of Anesthesiologists, a member of the American Medical Association and of 
che American Society of Anesthesiologists. 

Dr. Kreiselman is survived by his widow, Mrs. Molvine Kreiselman, of

GW RECEIVES GRANT TO TRAIN NURSE'S AIDES 

George Washington University has received a $52,000 grant from the 
Department of Labor to train 200 inner-city Negro women as nurse's aides at 
the University Hospital during the next year. The women who successfully 
complete the program will be employed, full-time by the Hospital. Better 
patient care, from experienced, well-trained nurse's aides, who receive pur¬ 
poseful employment as a result, will be a practical benefit of the program. 

GW's program is part of Washington's Concentrated Employment Program, 
which locates employment that will provide training on-the-job for individuals 
from low-income areas of the city. 

During the last year, the University conducted a pilot program in training 
nurse's aides's to determine whether the city's hard-core poor residents were 
a useable manpower source. On the basis of four classes of students from both 
underpriviledged neighborhoods and the District-at-large, administrators con¬ 
cluded that although the CEP trainees have a higher drop-out rate at the beginning 
of training than those from the District-at-large, once such a trainee has 
completed the program, she is a more stable and motivated employee. 

GW's course will provide 12 weeks of training in the University Hospital, 
including 80 classroom hours and 400 clinical hours for each participant. 

Social workers knowledgeable of job performance required in health care facilities 
and also of student problems, will provide extensive counseling for each student.

AEROSPACE ENGINEERING SPECIALIST JOINS FACULTY 
OF GWU SCHOOL OF ENGINEERING AND APPLIED SCIENCE 


Dr. Harold Liebowitz, dean of the George Washington University 
School of Engineering and Applied Science, has announced the appoint¬ 
ment of S. W. Yuan to a professorship in the school's engineering 
mechanics department. 

Yuan came to George Washington from the University of Texas 
where he was a professor of aerospace engineering for the last ten 
years. In 1957 he was appointed to the chair of Canadair Professor 
of Fluid Mechanics at the Universite Laval in Quebec. Prior to that 
he was professor of aeronautical engineering at the Polytechnic 
Institute of Brooklyn from 1945 to 1956. 

Yuan holds a B.S. degree from the University of Michigan, an 
A.E. degree from Stanford University, and an M.S. and Ph. D. from 
the California Institute of Technology, all in aeronautical engineer¬ 
ing. 

In 1967 he published Foundations of Fluid Mechanics , a basic 
text for introductory or secondary courses. It has been well-received 
in the United States, Europe and Asia and a second printing is in 
preparation. 
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From 1941 through 1945, Yuan worked in private industry with 
the Vidol Research Corporation, the Glenn Martin Company and McDonnell 
Aircraft Corporation. During this time, he developed the Martin-Yuan 
Y-3 Low Drag Airfoil which was used in various Martin airplanes in¬ 
cluding the Martin 202 and 404 commercial airplanes. He was in 
charge of the research group which conducted the work on the McDonnell 
XHJD-1 Helicopter. 

Yuan was on leave of absence from Brooklyn Polytechnic during 
1950 and 1951 to work with Dr. Theodore von Karman on Circulation 
Control Research at the Aerojet Corporation, Azusa, California. 

This later led to several joint patents with Dr. von Karman on Jet 
Circulation Control VTOL rotor system. 

The Jet Circulation Control rotor system is considered a tech¬ 
nical breakthrough in rotary wing design for extra-large or high 
speed VTOL aircrafts. 

While at Brooklyn Polytechnic, Yuan pioneered the research work 
on mass transfer cooling. As a result of this research, he was 
invited to be a contributing author for the Princeton Series on 
High Speed Aerodynamics and Jet Propulsion. 

Other areas of scientific research to which Yuan has made sig¬ 
nificant contributions and in which he is still working are thin 
shell structures and the hypervelocity impact problem. The former 
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has application to both aircraft and spacecraft structures; the latter 
is related to predicting damage results of micrometeroid impact on 
satellites and other space vehicles. 

Yuan has served as consultant to various industrial and govern¬ 
mental research laboratories including Oak Ridge National Laboratory, 
North American Rockwell, Cornell Aeronautical Laboratory, and the 
National Center of Research of China in Taiwan. 

A native of China, Yuan came to the United States in 1934. 

He now lives with his wife in Chevy Chase, Md.
